50,000 Bumblebees Massacred in OREGON 

Mace Vaughan, Director for XERCES SOCIETY FOR INVERTEBRATE CONSERVATION Pollinator Program 
based in Portland, Oregon, says that bumblebees are the single most important natural pollinator of 
berries, flowers, and plants in OREGON. 

How ironic, then, that during NATIONAL POLLINATOR WEEK in the U.S.A., the OREGON DEPARTMENT OF 

AGRICULTURE confirmed that bumblebees, honeybees, and ladybugs were falling dead out of parking 
lot trees onto the pavement outside the ARGYLE SQUARE Targef store in WILSONVILLE, OREGON. 
Pesticide experts and Dan Hilburn, Director of Plant Programs at the OREGON DEPARTMENT OF 
AGRICULTURE assessed the situation and confirmed that "SAFARI", a NEOCOTINOID insecticide, was 
sprayed on the 55 European Linden Trees. The tree spraying on Saturday was causative of 50,000 bee 
deaths, with the count still rising, by Wednesday. That's a lot of bee butchery in just three days' time. 
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Dale Mitchell, the Manger for the OREGON DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE'S Compliance Program is 
assessing if the company responsible broke any federal or state laws and what the severity of 
dishonoring Nature might be. Landscapers are hired to care for the grounds by the property 
management company, Elliot Associates Inc. Fines for pesticide regulation infractions can range from 
$1,000 to $10,000. 

The SAFARI brand NEOCOTINOID pesticide sprayed on a plant, makes the flowers, leaves, and nectar 
poisonous to almost all insects. The SAFARI product label on the distributor's website warns it is HIGHLY 
TOXIC to bees and tells applicators that if bees are visiting the area, the product should NOT be 
applied. A label warning is obviously NOT enough safeguard for the pollinators.

June Synqenta AG Events in OREGON 

TV coverage of Schmidt was Wednesday evening, June 19. By Friday morning, June 21 the DAILY 
TIDIDNGS local newspaper had strangely and suddenly rushed to print a big front page headline, "FBI: 
Destruction of GMO beets was 'economic sabotage'," article by Sam Wheeler. Lovely way to 
announce the beautiful first day of Spring turning into Summer, wasn't it. Wheeler tells the public they 
were not informed as to who, where, why, or how two Syngenta AG events occurred half a month 
early, but he asserts he is writing about something that is FBI turf. The article claims: 

1 . Syngenta AG workers allegedly called the FBI with an assertion that they "discovered" their 
sugar beet GMO plots destroyed, on a couple of different nights, in Jackson County, OREGON. 

2. FBI spokeswoman Beth Anne Steel says federal law WAS violated involving damage to 
commercial agricultural enterprises, and that it is probable both events were by the same 
person or people. She declines to comment how the plots managed by the workers were 
destroyed, or where the plots are located. But two FBI agents confirmed the plants are dead 
and attempted to tell the landowners from whom Syngenta leases. The FBI calls the June 8 
and June 1 1 GMO events "economic sabotage" and depending upon FBI conclusions there 
may be domestic bio-terrorism charges. There is confirmation that 1 ,000 plants were destroyed 
during the night of June 8 and another separate 5,500 plants were destroyed on a separate 
night of June 1 1 . Syngenta AG partially leases from private landowners. 

3. Syngenta spokesman Paul Minehard also declined from commenting on how the GMO plots 
managed by Syngenta AG workers were destroyed, or where the plots were located, but says 
Syngenta AG's investment in this is over $50,000. He says Syngenta protects itself with people 
and electronic surveillance, but has not stepped up security at any of its plots because it had 
security measures already in place, and that Syngenta AG leases several fields throughout 
Jackson County for growing GMO sugar beet seed plants. The Syngenta AG claim is that 6,500 
sugar beets were vandalized as an assault against law-abiding Americans and that the dead 
GMO sugar beets are a crime against agriculture. 

4. There is a picture of alleged proof of the vandalism, showing some dead plants, alleged to be 
Syngenta AG's GMO-gene sugar beets at the 1400 block of Tolman Creek Road, which is 
allegedly less than 1 1 A of an acre, in ASHLAND, OREGON, according to Sam Wheeler. 
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5. Wheeler reports that the President of Jackson County Farm Bureau, Ron Bjork, emailed the 
MAIL TRIBUNE assigning motive to the June 8 and June 10 GMO events, claiming they were 
efforts to destroy a family's livelihood. 

1 . Chris Hardy denounces violence toward plants, and his GMO-Free Jackson County followers 
all believe ballot initiative in May 2014 with Measure 15-119 is the right way to get provisions in 
place to ban GMO crops, as has been done through the legislative process in the EU. The 
group believes voters will vote "Yes". They would not have sabotaged themselves. 

6. OREGONIANS FOR FOOD AND SHELTER are offering a $10,000 reward for information leading to 
the ID, arrest and conviction of the vandal(s). 

7. The FARM BUREAU offers up to $1,000 reward for the arrest and conviction of arson, theft, or 
vandalism on a member's posted property. 

What We Know For Sure 

What is obvious is that the article by Wheeler didn't appear until after 10-year old Alexa Schmidt was 
seen on Channel 5 TV all over OREGON on the 6 o'clock p.m. news on Wednesday evening, June 19. 
What makes sense is that TV viewers all over OREGON, including tourists, had witnessed over PUBLIC 
TELEVISION, the girl's request of the Commissioners to enact a county-wide GMO crop moratorium.

Medal for research service to the EPA. He was appointed to Promotion and Review Board for all EPA 

environmental senior scientists' promotions to GS 14/ 15 levels. 
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He is an elected Fellow with the American Academy for Microbiology. He is listed in the International 
Biographical Centre of CAMBRIDGE, ENGLAND as one of the 2,000 outstanding World Scientists of the 
20 th century. He is elected Phi Kappa Phi honorary, listed in Who's Who in Science and Engineering, 

and listed in Who's Who in the World. He is author and co-author of over 150 scientific peer reviewed 
publications, and co-author of three books. 

During his career Dr. Seidler studied methodology development to evaluate and predict the survival, 
multiplication, gene exchange, effects, and dispersal of recombinant organisms (GMO's), utilization of 
molecular and classical techniques to evaluate effects of climate change on the soil food web and 
rhizosphere components in controlled microcosms, and the origins of health significance of pathogens 
in surface and drinking water and in industrial and agricultural environments. After devoting a lifetime 
of research into the subject, he has concluded that GMO's have more drawbacks than usefulness, so 
why use them because their drawbacks outweigh any benefit: 

• Animals, fish, insects, plants, algae microorganisms, bacterial microorganisms, fungi 
microorganisms, and viral microorganisms are re-combined into new life forms; 

• Scientists call the new life forms "Recombinant organisms", popularly known as GMO's; 

• The GMO's are merging of species; 

• The merged species would never have occurred in Nature; 

• The new life forms cannot be unmerged; 

• In the case of GMO plants, plasmid is changed into AGROBACTERIUAA in order to be 
patented, for money; 

• An example of a merged species is putting Arctic Flounder (fish) gene into a California 
tomato: 

• The recombinant organisms are new life forms that are irreversible and permanent; 

• Monitoring and regulating isn't being done; 

• The reason it isn't being done is because the bio-creators use biosafety denial tactics; 

• GMO crop yields are merely comparable but no better; 

• Superweeds do occur; 

• Use of chemical biocides are elevated because of the rise in superweeds; 

• Cross-pollination does occur;

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Lawsuit Filed Against the FDA, the USDA, and the FDC 



A lawsuit was co-filed by the Animal Legal Defense Fund and Compassion Over Killing, against the 
FOOD AND DRUG ADMINISTRATION (FDA) and against two agencies within the UNITED STATES 
DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE (USDA), and against the FEDERAL TRADE COMMISSION (FDC) for failing to 
regulate animal welfare labeling on egg cartons. Nearly 300 million egg-laying hens in battery cages 
have no bird protection laws. 

Petitions had been submitted to these agencies in 2006 and 2007 requesting that egg production 
methods must include clear ID of eggs from caged hens, that full disclosure of that FACT must be on all 
US egg cartons. These agencies failed to take regulatory action against misleading egg carton claims 
and deceptive egg carton imagery, despite Congressional mandates. The US egg industry's trade 
association, United Egg Producers, has endorsed federal legislation for a similar labeling program 
because US consumers deserve truth in egg-labeling.

In March the U.S. Bureau of Reclamation downsized the regulatory water allotment to CENTRAL 
CALIFORNIA to only 20% of its contracted NORTHERN CALIFORNIA supplies of water because the 
mountain snow-pack was 52% of its normal average according to surveys by the California Department 
of Water Resources. CALIFORNIA cotton crops will shrink 24% this year because Big Agriculture in 
CENTRAL CALIFORNIA does not work without imported water from the state's mountains in NORTHERN 
CALIFORNIA.

Films have documented the abusive treatment of 'farmed animals" inside factory farms and slaughter 
houses. Video footage has led to criminal convictions of animal cruelty, slaughter plant shutdowns, 
and serious food safety concerns that have prompted meat recall. Polls show overwhelming public 
opposition to Big Money's attempt to stop Americans from knowing the cruelties kept hidden behind 
the closed doors of animal agribusiness. "Ag-Gag" Bills were introduced in ten states this year, but 
none of the bills passed. 
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IOWA and UTAH are the only two states that previously passed anti-whistle blower "Ag-Gag" bills into 
law. They are the two largest egg and pork producer states. 

Things are getting better due to brave videographers. Hollywood's famous GENESIS AWARDS hosted 
by the Humane Society of the U.S.A. honors the media's role in raising awareness about animal rights. 

This year ABC World News with Diane Sawyer was honored in several news categories for reporting, 
"Plant Closed by USDA Supplied Beef for In-N-Out Burger" featuring undercover investigation inside a 
dairy cow slaughter plant in CALIFORNIA. The USDA shut down that facility after video footage by 
Compassion Over Killing was aired on ABC. 

KTLA-TV was also honored for its "Hatchery Hell" report of Compassion Over Killing undercover 
investigation inside Cal-Cruz Hatcheries in CALIFORNIA. After KTLA-TV aired video footage by 
Compassion Over Killing, the chicken and duck hatchery ceased all operations.

An Appeal for Wilderness Mercy 

KS Wild, Oregon Wild, The Center for Biological Diversity and Cascadia Wild-lands joined Soda 
Mountain Wilderness Council last year in filing two separate lawsuits against the U.S. Bureau of land 
Management (BLAA) to stop timber sales, asserting scientific claim for natural habitat expansion in the 
area near the Cascade-Siskiyou National Monument. 

In each lawsuit the five plaintiffs implicate the BLM for non-compliance with the National Environmental 
Protection Agency and with the Federal Land Policy and Management Act requirements for enough 
environmental analysis. 

U.S. District Judge Panner had dismissed the plaintiffs' case against the BLM, so the five conservation 
groups led by Soda Mountain Wilderness Council filed an appeal in SAN FRANCISCO, CALIFORNIA, with 
the Ninth District U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals. An injunction was issued by the Appeal Court, in June, 
blocking the BLM timber sale near ASHLAND, OREGON. The Appeals Court has not yet made a ruling 
on the case.

A National Movement in Italy 

CALIFORNIA and OREGON are not the only places where world citizens have public-safety issues. In 
Tuscany, ITALY three-million ITALIANS in 117 municipalities have succeeded in getting 40 incinerators 
scrapped or else shut down, thanks to one whistle blower, Rossano Ercolini, an elementary school 
teacher.

If Fort Bragg can do it, so can 
Brookings Harbor, the village of Brookings, Medford, and other economically depressed lumber-mill 
towns.

Synqenta AG's Walk Out Event 

SYNGENTA AG is a big GMO bio-tech industry corporation that has endangered the local and organic 
farmers in OREGON, by planting 30 to 40 GMO-seed locations in Jackson County, and the company 
wouldn't disclose where. SYNGENTA AG WALKED OUT of the Southern Oregon Seed Growers 
Association on June 4. Their leaving the negotiation talks with local farmers was startling. By the next 
weekend their two GMO sugar beet test plots in and nearby to Ashland were pulled on June 8 and 
June 1 1, according to SYNGENTA's hired workers. The multi-billion dollar corporation wishes to claim 
about $1 million in loss. But federal authorities on the case have named no suspects. 

SYNGENTA crops are outlawed in SWITZERLAND and GERMANY, where the company is based. Several 
of the other EUROPEAN UNION states have additionally banned the SYNGENTA GMO seeds from being 
planted in their soil. GMO-growers in the UNITED KINGDOM, FRANCE, and SPAIN have had their GMO 
oilseed rape, GMO grapevines, and GMO corn crops destroyed by protestors in those European 
countries. It's hard to say who did it. 

If GMO is in the pollen, it produces GMO-seed cross-contamination, according to weed scientist, Carol 
Mallory-Smith, of OREGON STATE UNIVERSITY. She asserts that alleged "health claims" made by GMO 
growers are unproven. Organic growers have zero tolerance for GMO cross pollination because of the 
degree of harm the GMO threat is to their plants. GMO-seed plants cross-pollinate, thus ruining local 
and organic family farms. Organic farmers are influential players in the Rogue Valley.

The LOS ANGELES TIMES on Friday, July 19, confirmed in its report, "Monsanto pulls bid to grow more 
GMO crops in Europe" that on Thursday MONSANTO's European spokesman, Brandon Mitchener, 
reiterated that eight of nine applications with the EUROPEAN COMMISSION (EC) shall be withdrawn by 

MONSANTO Because their application requests went nowhere for several years due to the company's 
obstacles with European politics. 

The article didn't identify what MONSANTO's pending ninth crop application is, but one wonders who 
in the EC "Food Safety Agency" would give it the green light "go". Won't Europeans feel chagrined 
with the EC for letting MONSANTO keep a big toe in the door, because GERMANY, ITALY, and FRANCE 
are among the nation states with GMO bans in place and their public opinion over GMO crops is that 
of INTENSE ENVIRONMENTAL CONCERNS.

How horrible that two-dozen Indian schoolchildren were fed poison in their elementary school lunch 
program in Gandaman, BIHAR INDIA a few days ago. It seems the cooking oil may have been 
polluted with ORGANOPHOSPHORUS PESTICIDE, similar to nerve agents such as SARIN. 
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The nearest hospital is in Patna, 65-miles away, where another 23 children from the village school and 
the cook are hospitalized. Medical Superintendent at the hospital asserts that the Supreme Court 
appointed a midday-meal program overseer in 2001 . The government of INDIA provides one free hot 
meal a day to school children, administered by the FOOD CORPORATION OF INDIA. 

Mr. Abhayanand, Chief of Police in Bihar state, informed that forensic experts are investigating the 
poisoned food. AAONOCROTOPHOS, a chemical compound, was found by investigators to be on 
leftover vegetables, on eating utensils, and in a plastic container that stored the mustard oil for 
cooking. 

The AAONOCROTOPHOS was five-times the strength than the commercial level that it is sold as when it 
occurs as an ingredient of ORGANOPHOSPHORUS, a farm pesticide. It was highly concentrated, unlike 
the ORGANOPHOSPHORUS that the investigators obtained from a market in Patna the state capital. 
Even the fumes can be fatal, and the children were made to eat before the Headmistress, her 
husband, and another teacher fled. One person has been fired, but there are no arrests.

down MONSANTO's introduction of more products into the public marketplace would harm the 
(MONSANTO COMPANY'S) agricultural economy. But the seed savers want to farm without their 
agricultural economy being harmed, either. 

The warrant of the article is that the GMO-free farmers have made a reasonable reguest for 
mandatory regulatory review because of the MONSANTO GMO-seed crop safety issues of global prime 
concern are fearsome to American conventional and organic farmers.

According to Mr. Kramer, he thinks his news release may still be sitting on someone's desk. Since it 
received no U.S. publicity it is no wonder, then, that AMERICA remained largely ignorant of what the 
Europeans know about the GMO's.

Their forum consists of about 30 dues-paying commercial seed 
growers who claim to be copying the "Columbia Basin Vegetable and Seed Association" and 
"Willamette Valley Specialty Seed Association" in regards to both genus species and isolation distances 
required for said genus species. 

These SOUTHWESTERN OREGON seed farmers assert they supply over 90-percent of all the vegetable 
seed companies in the U.S.A. Even though they maintain that seed purity is their top priority their 
position is to take "No Stand" on GMO's.

MON7 1800 Storage in Colorado 

On May 31 , MONSANTO 's website had blog posted a claim that the U.S. Chemical Giant was doing its 
own probe into the MON71800 GMO wheat. Now they seem to be admitting they archived some of it 
in St. Louis, MISSOURI, at their own corporate headquarters. Additionally, MONSANTO's Thomas 
Helscher provided REUTERS with documents to support MONSANTO's claim that the U.S. government 
storage facility kept the MON71800 GMO wheat viable as recently as just a year and a half ago. 
According to MONSANTO, the MON71800 wheat was confirmed incinerated on January 5, 2012. But 
the plants were found growing in OREGON in May 201 3. 
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Peter Bretting heads the center for the USDA RESEARCH SERVICE. He asserts that documents show 
MONSANTO had at least 43 containers of more than 1 ,000 different "Roundup Ready" wheat varieties 
sent to the NATIONAL CENTER FOR GENETIC RESOURCES PRESERVATION in Fort Collins, COLORADO, late 
in 2004 and also in early 2005. The MONSANTO contract is dated November 2, 2004. 

David Dierig is the research leader at that federal facility and he affirmed the U.S. federal government 

has the expertise to keep seed viable for DECADES, unlike conventional storage facilities that do NOT. 
Who would have thought the feds were keepers of undercover GMO seeds. Does Norway know theirs 
is not the only Seed Bank. The GMO's are an enigma shrouded in mystery. Why is it all so secretive. 

Ed Curtlett with the USDA claims the federal government is keeping the MON71800 question open. 
According to Mr. Curtlett the feds may doubt that all the seed was incinerated. The question remains 
whether or not all the MONSANTO supplies sent to the federal facility in COLORADO have been truly 
accounted for, because MON71800 was never approved and was supposed to be tightly controlled.
